Brush vacuuming 




I Please note 

■ The brush roller is automatically switched off when it is 
in the vertical parked position. 

Tilt the UPRIGHT vacuum cleaner back before you 
start vacuuming. 

At the same time, use your foot to press the brush 
facing down onto the carpet 



Brush vacuuming on carpeted floors: 

The brush roll is switched on or off using the on/off 
switch 



The rotating brush roll loosens deeply embedded dirt 
and brings it to the surface. 



Vacuuming on different surfaces: 

Automatic height adjustment of the brush facing for 
use on different surfaces. 




Unlock the UPRIGHT vacuum cleaner for passing over 
obstacles easily or vacuuming on thick carpets. 



You can then pass over these obstacles easily by 
tilting the UPRIGHT vacuum cleaner. 



Vacuuming on smooth surfaces: 

Switch off the brush roll to obtain the best results 
when vacuuming smooth surfaces. 



■ Bring the UPRIGHT vacuum cleaner into its vertical 
locking position if vacuuming is paused briefly. 
The brush roll switches off automatically in this 
position, thus preventing any damage to the carpet.

The two accessory parts may be used on the suction 
tube and on the hose. 

On stairs 

I Please note 

■ For safety reasons when vacuuming stairs, leave the 
UPRIGHT vacuum cleaner on the bottom stair. 




Press the release button to release the suction tube. 




Pull out the hose to the stop and release it by 
pressing the release button. 




Then attach the accessory. 



Straighten the hose and hook it into the fastening 
ring to prevent the UPRIGHT vacuum cleaner from 
toppling over during use.

The nozzle head may be turned through 360" to allow 
vacuuming in poorly accessible areas. 



■ We recommend using the suction tube as an 
extension for long reaches. 

■ Slide the suction hose into the suction tube until the 
locking mechanism engages. 



upholstery, furniture and curtains 



Release the suction tube. 

The suction tube with built-in brush ring can be 

used for cleaning surfaces. 



After vacuuming, slide the suction hose back into the 
suction pipe. 

This is easiest if you switch on the brush vacuum 
cleaner, cover the suction pipe on the brush ring with 
your hand and press the hose release button. 
The resulting low pressure pulls the suction hose back 
into the suction pipe automatically. 



Emptying the dirt container 




The container must be emptied as soon as or before 
the maximum capacity mark is reached. 




Unlock and remove the dirt container by pushing the 
carrying handle in the direction of the arrow. 




Tapping the container several times with your hand 
loosens adhering dust. 

Pressing the dust release button 3 times loosens 
any fine particles adhering to the filter container and 
cartridge filter. 
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■ Press the flap unlocking button to empty the 
container. 

■ After emptying, close the flap and refit the dirt 
container. 



| Please note 

■ After vacuuming a few times, the inside of the dirt container may be scratched and 
may start to look opaque. 

This does not affect the performance of the brush vacuum cleaner in any way, 
it will continue to function as normal. 



After work 




■ Switch off the UPRIGHT vacuum cleaner and 
unplug the power cord from the wall socket. 

■ Pressing the button for automatic cord rewind 
draws in the power cord automatically. 
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Brush roll blocked 

The motor switches off automatically if the brush roll is 
blocked during operation by vacuuming up 
awkward foreign objects, or if strands of carpet are 
wrapped around it. 

■ Switch off the UPRIGHT vacuum cleaner and unplug 
the cord from the plug before fixing the blockage. 

■ Using a pair of scissors, cut through any threads or 
hairs caught by the brush roll that have wrapped 
around the guides. 

Once the problem has been fixed, the UPRIGHT 
vacuum cleaner can be switched back on again 
after approximately 2 minutes by pressing the 
safety button. 



Blockage in the brush facing 

■ Turn the hose in the direction of the arrow and pull 
it out. 

■ Release the suction tube. 



■ The blockage can now be removed by using 
e. g. the displayed brush. 

Brush not included in delivery. 

■ Then replace the observation window and reattach 
the hose and suction tube. 
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Blockage in the suction hose 

Remove the suction tube. 



Release the hose from the suction tube. 



Pull the suction hose to one side and remove it from 
the dirt container by pulling in the direction of the 
arrow. 



■ The blockage can now be removed by using 
e. g. the displayed brush. 

Brush not included in delivery. 

■ Then replace the suction hose by repeating the 
above procedure but in reverse order. 



Cartridge filter blocked 

Under certain conditions, e.g. when vacuuming fine 
particles, the cartridge filter can become blocked 
=> Suction is reduced 

■ Empty the dirt container first 

■ Unlock the filter container by turning it in the 
direction of the arrow and then removing it. 



Pressing the eject button releases the cartridge filter. 



Knocking the cartridge filter carefully in the direction 
of the arrow loosens dirt from the filter. 



Replacing the cartridge filter after cleaning: 

The cartridge filter must be heard to click into 

place. 

Close the lid. 
I Please note 

■ Do not wash or brush the filter. 
This filter has a sensitive surface and so is 
damaged easily. 
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■ Replace the filter container and click it into place by 
turning it in the direction of the arrow. 

■ Close the flap and refit the dirt container. 

| Please note 

■ The dirt container can only be fitted if the cartridge 
filter has been inserted into the UPRIGHT vacuum 
cleaner. 

Cleaning the exhaust filter 

■ Remove the dirt container 

■ Loosen the exhaust grille by pressing the locking 
tab, and remove it. 



Remove the exhaust filter and shake it clean. 
Replace the cleaned exhaust filter and fit the 
exhaust grille. 



Maintenance 
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Before the appliance is cleaned, ensure that it has been switched off and unplugged. 
Vacuum cleaners and accessories made of plastic can be cleaned using a general 
commercial plastic cleaner.

Changing the Halogen Light Bulb 




If the halogen light bulb burns out, you can replace 
it as follows: 

■ Disconnect the power cord and allow the halogen 
light bulb to cool. 

■ Unscrew the screws and remove the light cover. 



Remove the burned out halogen bulb from its 
socket by pushing it and turning it in the direction 
indicated by the arrow and dispose of it. 




Holding it with a cloth to protect its surface, insert 
the new halogen bulb. 




Attach the light cover using both screws.
